HE Secretary to the Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce has 
addeessed a letter to the Wicklow 

County Council with regard to certain allega- 
tions made against local officials in connection 
with employment in the district. The letter 
recalls the cirenamstances alleged and con- 
cludes :—*‘ The order of preference for em- 
ployment prescribed by the Minister is. based 
on the principle that so long as there is not 
sufficient employment available for all those 
who are unemployed such work as is ayail- 
able should, as far as practicable, be given 
to those who are relatively in greatest need 
of it; and he thinks that the Employment 
Exchange system provides the most suitable 
machinery for giving practical effect to this 
principle.

EXVERIENCE.

TREMORS EVERY FIVE 
MINUTES.

A SERIES of earthquake shocks, fol- 
Jowing one another in rapid succes- 
sion, caused widespread havoc early this 
morning for sixty miles round Hawke's 
Bay, in North Island. 

Houses were destroyed, great gulfs ap- 
peared in the streets, and communications 
were seriously interrupted. 

The latest reports from Gisborne, where 
the upheaval was the worst ever experi- 
enced, state that minor tremors are still 
continuing, and that in some areas the 
earth is shaking almost regularly every 
five sieindeds The shakes are preceded by 
a dull, thudding noise, apparently from 
far below the surface. 

In marked contrast to the terrible 
earthquake which occurred in North 
Island last year, and in which 200 per- 
sons were killed, there has been no loss 
of Jife fn to-day’s earthquake. 


MISERY IN THE RAIN. 


The streets in the affected towns are 
filled". with frightened women and cliil- 
dren, who heb. ai Trom their homes at 
the first shock and are waiting for the 
tremors to cease. Steady rain fell dur- 
ing the day, adding to the misery of those 
compelled to camp out. 

The first shock oceurred at 1.30 this 
morning, and was felt throughout a wide 
area of North Island, but was particalarly 
violent in the Gisborne and Wairoa dis- 
tricts 

At Wairoa the earthquake was more 
severely felt than that which devastated 
the province in,February of last year. 
Three persons were injured, the old bridge 
was destroyed, and damage estimated at 
£15,000 was done to the new bridge which 
is in course of construction. 

The shock struck Wairoa with dramatic 
suddenness, the usual preliminary tremor 
being absent. Several buildings have 
completely collapsed, and in the office of 
the Star newspaper a falling linotype 
machine crashed through a partition, 
just grazing an employé’s head. 

The water supply was interrupted 
through the mains being fractured by the 
shocks. |

THE SALARY OF A NATIONAL TEACHER. 


The net commencing salary is £2 12s. 6d. per week in the case 
of men, and £2 5s. Od. in the case of women. After a probationary 
period of from 2 to 5 years they receive annual increments of 4s. 
per week. Nearly 3,000 teachers are in receipt of a maximum 
salary of Jess than £2 I5s. per week. The average salary of all 
teachers is £4 10s. per week. It takes a trained teacher at least 
twenty years to get to the maximum of from £4 J5s. Od. to £6 
per week net. Can they afford a further cut? 


PENSIONS. 


In the matter of pensions the teachers compare very unfavour- 
ably with all other public servants. Over 2,500 National 
Teachers ate ineligib'e for pension even after 40 years service. 
The remainder have to contribute 4 per cent. of their salaries 
to the cost of their pensions. At the change of Government 
teachers were promised a non-ccntributory pension scheme. This 
promise has not materialised. Owing to State neglect the fund 
from which their pensions are being paid has become insolvent. 


The present Government expects the teachers to agree toa 
further drastic cut in their salaries. The teachers protest vehe- 
mently against this further demand. Are they not, together 
with other members of the community, shouldering their fair 
share of the burden of increased taxation? Why ask them 
to bear a double burden? 


The teachers’ work is of prime importance to the nation, and 
the least they have a right to expect in order that this work 
should continue to be carried on, not only with zeal and efficiency, 
but with enthusiasm, is that they should be left free from worry 
and anxiety which the uncertainty as to their pay, pension and 
prospects must necessarily cause them.

SIR RONALD ROSS. 


The death of Sir Ronald Ross, says The 
Times in a leading article to-day, removes 
the greatest figure in British medicine; 
for, though it is now many years sincé 
he made the discovery which is rendering 
the tropics safe for the white man, the 
importance of that discovery transcends 
any other since Lister introduced his 
system of antisepsis. To say this is not 
to belittle the pioneer work of Manson, 
the “father of tropical medicine.’ 
Manson broke new ground, and offered 
suggestions to Ross and others which were 
fruitful of good; but it was Ross alone 
who achieved the discovery that the 
parasite of malaria fever is carried by 
the female anopheles mosquito, That dis- 
covery stands by itself. 

To have suggested that mosquitoes may 
be the vehicles of malaria is to have made 
a valuable contribution to the theory of 


mosquito, which is the vehicle, is to have 
changed the face of the world. The 
number of types of mosquito is large, and 
each type has its own habits of life and 
reproduction. Power to cope with the 
disease came only when it was possible to 
direct attention to one special type, and 
to take measures for the destruction of 
that type on a great seale. Ross placed 
this power in the hands of his fellows. 

The years which have elapsed since he 
made his discovery have served only to 
confirm its truth and show its value, while 
his methods have been used and have 
proved fruitful in every part of the world.
